Was Held by Squatters. 


OPENING MAY BE ABROGATED 


Signal Was Fired for Prospectors to 


Star*, by—Terrific Race Across the 
Desert With Racehorses, Vehicles 
and Automobiles and 1V1any Arrived 
Too Late to Get Claims. 


Thorne, Neb., Oct. 30.—The opening 


of the Walker Lake reservation was 
not as imposing as it promised to he 
on account of the fact that countless 
numbers of miners had flocked in dur- 
ing the night and early morning, com- 
pletely overwhelming the Indian po- 
lice, of whom there were only 14 to 
guard 75 miles of territory. Special 
Land Agent Parkes says there is yet 
a possibility that the present opening 
may be declared invalid and a new 
opening ordered. 


Those who had waited for the sig- 


nal from the top of the mountain 
grant before rushing into the reserva- 
tion found that all the most valuable 
claims in the vicinity of the rich 
"Dutchman's Cottonwood," and num- 
erous other creeks emptying into the 
southwestern section of Walker lake, 
had been taken np by men who had 
rushed in the night before contrary to 
law. Even men who employed launch- 
es to take them across Walker lalte 
from the eastern side found that their 
efforts were of no avail, as they were 
much too late to be on equal footing 
with men who disregpj^ed the law. 


The signal given for"fne start to the 


reservation was the firing of a big 
dynamite blast on top of Grant peak, 
the highest point 
of the 
neigh- 


boring 
mountains.

gold hurried over the boundary lines 
of plain and mountain and before the 
great cloud of smoke that followed the 
dynamite explosion had drifted away

Tax Paying Time. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 30.—The circuit 


court handed down a decision which 
holds that County Treasurer Madigan 
cannot enforce his announced inten- 
tion of collecting a penalty on all tax- 
es not paid prior to Dec. 20. It 
has been the rule heretofore, that an 
extention of 30 days has been granted 
from Dec. 20 for taxes to be paid. The 
new salary1 law. which goes into ef- 
fect Jan. 1, takes the place of the 
fee system, and County Treasurer 
Madigan announced he would, enforce 
the payment "of the usual 5 per cent 
penalty on all taxes not paid by Dec. 
20. notwithstanding the order of the 
county commissioners granting an ex- 
tension of 30 days.
